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To  the  Chairman  and  Member s of  the  Public  Health  Comm.ittee  of  the 
Cannock  Rural  District, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district,  being  the  report 
for  the  year  1951*  It  is  compiled  to  comply  with  the  directions  of 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51  of  10th  December,  1951*  I't  contains 
a report  by  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Local  Health  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  administered  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council; 
these  services  include  the  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
young  children;  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service;  the  health  visiting 
service;  the  home  nursing  service;  the  arrangements  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria;  the  ambulance 
service;  the  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and 
after-care;  and  the  domestic  health  service.  The  School  Health  Service 
is  also  conducted  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Reports  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Stafford,  are  of  the 
greatest  value.  Reports  are  given  on  specimens  of  milk,  as  regards  its 
cleanness,  and  as  to  v/hether  it  is  tuberculous  or  infected  by  Brucella 
Abortus;  on  water  samples,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological:  and  on 
swabs,  sputa  etc.  In  all  such  investigations  the  Director  of  the 
Laboratory  is  extremely  helpful. 

There  was  no  major  epidemic  in  1951*  Of  Measles  there  were  313 
cases  and  of  Vi/hooping  Cough  151*  There  were  two  oases  of  Diphtheria, 
both  recovering:  one  of  these  had  not  been  immunised.  The  reduced 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  - 2 last  year  as  against  40  in  1942  - is 
in  keeping  with  the  figures  for  the  country  in  general  where  the 
provisional  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  was  34  iu  1951  ^nd  the 
provisional  corrected  notifications  were  699*  In  the  decade  between 
1930  and  1940  the  average  number  of  deaths  per  annura  for  England  and 
Wales  from  diphtheria  v/as  about  2,800,  and  the  notifications  (uncorrected) 
were  55,000,  To  maintain  these  most  satisfactory  results,  immunisation 
must  be  brought  up  to  the  highest  possible  level. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in  the  District.  In 
England  and  Wales  the  largest  number  of  notifications  in  one  week  was 
121,  v/hile  in  the  epidemics  of  1950  and  1947  the  largest  v/eekly 
notifications  were  589  708  respectively. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Health  Department  Staff.  I 
am  again  indebted  to  them  for  the  quality  of  their  v/ork. 

I wish  especially  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  support  and  encouragement  they  have  given  me.
